Report of U. S. Employment 
Service Made Public; Gills 
For Women Decrease 


W ASHINGTON, 
Feb. 18.—Women 
who took men's jobs for war work 
are refusing to return to peace time 
pursuits. 
This is shown today by reports of 
the U. 8. empleyment service from 
all the industrial centers of the coun­ 
try. 
Practically everywhere, it was 
stated, where women 
stepped 
into 
men's jobs they are making a deter­ 
mined effort to hold them. 
The best estimates of the employ­ 
ment service sho^v 
about 
1,500,000 
women out of 11,000,000 female work* 
ars were doing men's work when the 
war ended and reports indicated the 
number has been reduced only slight­ 
ly-The large majority of 
women 
in 
overalls, officials stated, did not step 
out of home life to do their patriotic 
duty for Abe country but were attract­ 
ed from *he ranks of 
women 
who 
are compelled to work. Higher wages 
were the 
cause. 
The 
women 
are 
loath to give up their places and the 
higher wager 
The determination of the women, 
officials admit, is one of the contribut­ 
ing causes of unemployment of men 
but they point out that these women 
must work to live and lf they are to 
relinquish their work to men other 
employment must be found for them. 
In many cases the women are backed 
by employers who believe their labor 
can be obtained at a lower figure than 
that of men. 
Calls for women workers have been 
gradually decreasing ever since the 
armistice was signed, 
the 
employ­ 
ment service reports show. 
Novem­ 
ber 2 52.000 requests for female help 
was received. 
During the last week 
the demand was down to 28,000. 
Opposition to the women keeping 
men’s jobs is clearly manifest in the 
American Federation of 
Labor 
and 
has been shown in the cases of the 
Detroit and Cleveland conductorettes, 
where the union tried to force out 
the women that were backed by the 
companies. 
"The federation does not want to 
drive women out of industry,” Frank 
Morrison said today, "but it believes 
there is work for women and work 
for men and that both should stay in 
their own line. 
The federation be­ 
lieves that where women are doing 
men's work they should receive men's 
wages and we will back them in every 
effort to obtain deserving wages for 
their work.” 
Women 
are 
now 
strongly 
en­ 
trenched in the railway station, their 
number having increased from 60,000 
on January I, 1918 to 101,000 in Octo­ 
ber. 
So far the government has an­ 
nounced no definite policy of turning 
their jobs back to men. 
Labor officials doubt that 
wromen 
will stay in some 
fields 
of 
men’s 
work permanently, such as street car 
conductors, baggage workers and hop 
workers. 
They believe the women of 
their own accord will drift back to 
what is generally classed as women's 
w’ork, largely because of the hostile 
feeling of the men.

to reverse their decision.

zau thereupon resigned but later 
de­

personally,

take the responsibility for the conse­ 
quences. 
The order to sign was sent. to Erz­ 
berger after 4 o’clock Sunday 
after­ 
noon. 
It is understood this was only 
a few minutes before the time set by 
Marshal Foch for refusal or rejection. 
Erzberger is said to have determined 
on his own

that 
he 
would not sign the extension unless 
expressly ordered to do so.

Reports of labor surplus are becom­ 
ing alarming. 
Hundreds of thousands 
of men are jobless. 
What is wrong? 
In one city of less 
than 1,000,000 population there is re­ 
ported a labor surplus of 70,000 men. 
A tremendous number, truly, to be out 
of work! 
Yet a perusal of the leading 
daily paper shows in the regular edi­ 
tion five solid news columns of adver­ 
tisements for male help. 
The Sunday 
edition shows fifteen columns, close 
print, asking for men for pretty much 
every conceivable job at which men 
are employed 
Some of the ads are 
for individual men, many of them ap­ 
peal for considerable numbers. 
There is surely something wrong 
here. 
And the condition is typical. 
These employers are not advertising 
because they wish to help the papers, 
but because they need employes. The 
men who advertise in parallel col­ 
umns for the same variety of jobs do 
it because they need work. 
W hat is 
the answer? 
Is it perhaps that the 
men who constitute this great sur­ 
plus are not willing to take the job 
which offers? 
Army life may have widened the 
vision, but in itself it has not neces­ 
sarily fitted any man for any job he 
may covet. 
The wages offered may 
be less glittering than those previous­ 
ly enjoyed by the now' idle munition 
worker, but so are the returns on the 
employer’s investment. 
lf a man wants a job but cannot get 
the one he wants, there are worse 
things in life than to take the one he 
can get. 
If he is truly ambitious- his 
chance for advancem ent will come 
when things settle down a bit. 
And 
it is always to be remembered that it 
is easier for the man who is working 
to get a better job than for the idle 
man to get any job at all. 
It is a tim e not for picking and 
choosing, but, for the sake of his own 
self-respect and the example to his 
fellows, for every man to take some 
one of the available jobs, and trust to 
time and his own honest efforts to get 
a better one.

The most widespread source of pro­ 
vocation is the fact th at as the citi­ 
zens who went off to fight for their 
country return home, in only too many 
cases they find those shirking aliens 
snugly and smugly in possession of 
th eir jobs. 
T here were a trem endous lot of 
these exempted men Mho refused to 
join the army or navy. 
The United 
S tates was good enough for them to 
em igrate to, and m ake a living in, but 
not good enough to fight for. 
The 
boys who Ment to the front in their 
stead did so, for the most part, will­ 
ingly 
enough, 
because 
they 
were 
Americans, and loved their country. 
But it does jar those sam e boys when 
they come back and find the aliens 
reaping the benefit. 
It M'ill hardly be granted, though, 
th at the aliens in question necessarily 
deserve deportation 
They have not 
broken our laws; they have merely- 
taken advantage of them in a spirit of 
narrow and grasping selfishness. 
It 
m ight be called un-American to kick 
them out for that. 
But surely they 
do not deserve the jobs, if the lads 
who went and fought for them as 
much as for their own people need 
those jobs. 
It would be right to establish the 
rule everywhere that the home-com­

Last evening, the Present Day Club, 
which met at Judge W. H. Thomas’ 
home on West First street, enjoyed a 
keen, scholarly discussion of the “Ev­ 
olution of American Life,” by Prof. 
Tully C. Knoles, of the chair of his­ 
tory of the University of Southern 
California. 
Before Prof. Knoles was Introduced, 
the girls’ quartet of the High School 
sang two delightfully inspiring songs. 
which were heartily enjoyed by those 
present Mrs. John Clarkson, the vice 
president of the club, presided in the 
absence of Judge Thomas, who had a 
speaking engagement in Visalia. 
Prof. Knoles traced the history of 
the movement that resulted in the im­ 
migration from Europe that made the 
population in America out of which 
grew our constitution- 
"During the 
seventeenth century France had three 
rulers, absolutists, of the house of 
Bourbon; and, hence her national life 
tended to centralism. 
During 
the 
same period Great Britain had seven 
changes in government, and the tend­ 
ency of British life was centrifugal, or 
decentralizing. 
It was during this 
period 
that 
British 
immigrated 
to 
America in such large'numbers as to 
dominate in our national life and 
thought.” 
The professor pointed out that "the 
men who met in the Continental Con­ 
gress held in their thought a1! the best 
ideas of world government, and out of 
it came the Constitution upon which 
we have built the most ideal super­ 
structure of government in the world.” 
"Prance Is enjoying its fourth con­ 
stitution. because she has never been 
able to fit her political party activities 
into her constitutional life; and this 
is why she has had so many revolu­ 
tions.’.’ 
“All 
European 
life 
for the 
last 
thousand years has been fashioned so 
as to produce a tvpe. 
The national 
idea is always to produce a type, in 
which it means to preserve itself; and 
the types of national life of Europe 
are easily recognizable. 
The French­ 
man is easily distinguished, the Ger­ 
man type is fixed, and the Englishman 
is discerned through his national char­ 
acteristics, and so arc the Italians and 
Spanish.” 
The professor made two facts very j 
distinct. 
First, that there is national 
stultification in the production of na­ 
tional types of life. 
"W hen the type 
is evolved, individual and natural pro­ 
gress is arrested1 and tends to strati­ 
fy.” 
Second, the “Genus Homo Amqr- 
icanus” has not. arrived, our national 
life has never been typed, and it is 
the glory of our nationalism that the 
American is always becoming, he is 
always in the process of being, but 
never arrives.” 
The speaker pointed out most clear­ 
ly that there is the New England type, 
which we all recognize in the Yankee, 
and the Southern type particularized 
in the Southern Colonel; “and, who 
has not recognized the Western type 
in 
that dynamo of breezy energy 
which counts so much in our pro­ 
gress?” 
But the typical American 
has never been discovered, and we 
hope he never will be, for lf he ever 
does arrive our nationalism will be 
circumscribed and our fine personal 
development arrested.” 
Prof. Knoles stressed most delight­ 
fully the fact that our “Nationalism’’ 
is an ideal, “a spiritual thing; some­ 
thing that does not exist in material­ 
ism, and cannot be materialized with­ 
out infinite spiritual loss.” 
He paid 
his respects to those who see no dif­ 
ference in the “national” ideal and 
“nationalism,” and "who have no more 
discernment than to use these great 
words interchangeably as synonyms.” 
“Americans, Greeks. Italians and Chi­ 
nese enlisted in the war and fought 
under our flag, and* found a brother­ 
hood in our nationalism, while some 
dear benighted ‘Americans’ could only 
see through the eves of a dwarfed 
notion of national life.” 
The speaker 
looks for the ideal of American na­ 
tionalism 
to dominate 
the coming 
world’s life; in fact. our nationalism 
is but another name for the ideal of 
humanity and brotherhood. 
For the past twenty-six years Prof. 
Knoles has been a student and pro­ 
fessor in the university of Southern 
California. 
Some forty graduates out 
of his department are now teaching 
history 
in 
the 
Ix>s 
Angeles 
High 
schools, and he has had1 a vital part 
in the preparation of the six hundred 
graduates who have certificated to 
teach in the high schools of Californ­ 
ia. 
Two weeks ago the professor was 
offered the presidency of the College 
of the Pacific at San Jose, which he 
has accepted. 
He goes to this new 
task at the close of this school year. 
The Present Day Club probed the 
teacher with some questions and gave 
him a hearty vote of thanks for his 
instructive, scholarly address.

Declares City Has Never Had 
Fair Deal In Handling 
Corporations 


Declaring that the city of Santa 
Ana had never been given a square 
deal by the Railroad Commission 
in dealing 
with 
public utilities, 
City Trustee Tubba last night at 
til* council 
meeting 
spoke 
in 
strong terms against the practice 
of the commission and advocated 
submission to 
the 
voters of the 
city th^proposition of whether or 
not the control of public utilitiee 
should not be taken in hand by the 
city and the commistion relieved 
of ifs power to 
establish rates 
hare. 
“I would like to ask the city at­ 
torney if the commission has a right 
to abrogate the contracts we have with 
the public utilities,” said Tubbs. “We 
have a contract with the Edison com­ 
pany for five years, three years yet to 
run. 
The commission has granted it 
the right to add the surcharge, and 
this in face of the contract Is there 
any way possible to make the com 
pany continue ita contract at the stip 
ulated prices? If the commission can 
grant Pasadena release from the sur­ 
charge because of competition, I don’t 
see why we cannot make the company 
abide by its contract.” 
Mayor Visel—“It seems 
that 
our 
contract la like the Belgian guarantee 
—like the kaiser treated it, as a “mere 
scrap of paper.” 
City Attorney Scott—“In 1911, the 
people of the state voted an amend­ 
ment to the constitution to give the 
commission control of all public util­ 
ities. 
At that time It was generally 
supposed that the law gave the incor­ 
porated cities control of public utili­ 
ties unless the cities voted to give the 
control to the commission. 
The su­ 
preme court decided that it was the 
reverse—that the vote of the people 
gave the commission full power. 
In 
1915 another amendment was passeo 
providing that cities by vote of the 
people could take away such power 
from the commission and resume con­ 
trol. 
The commission 
took 
control 
over contracts made even 
prior 
to 
IM I.” 
Tubbs—“Is it too late now to sub­ 
mit the m atter to a vote of the peo­ 
ple?" 
Scott—“No. Take the matter of the 
gas rates. Natural gas wells are with­ 
in the incorporated limits of Fullerton, 
md the commission made the same 
rate for Fullerton that it did for Santa 
Monica. 
The 
gas is at the door of 
Fullerton and there are no long mates 
to keep up—but this made no differ­ 
ence with the Railroad Commission in 
establishing rates for Fullerton.” 
Tubbs—“If we put in a municipal 
gas plant, would the commission have 
jurisdiction? 
Scott—“It would not.” 
Tubbs—"Take the 
gas, 
telephone 
and Edison Company—Santa Ana has 
never had a fair deal. In the hearing 
on the petition of the gas company for 
an increase, we showed that the com 
pany was making 12 per cent interest 
on its Investment in the Santa Ans 
system, and the company only asks for 
per cent. 
The company was given 
an increase in rates here. 
The time 
has come when the people of Santa 
Ana should determine by vote whether 
they want longer to continue the pub 
lie utilities of this city under control 
of the Railroad Commission. 
Santa 
Ana never haft had a square deal.” 
Scott—“We are paying for the old 
funk in the local gas plant in seven 
years. The equipment there was list 
ed at scavenger prices and the differ­ 
ence between the scavenger prices and 
•he valuation placed on the plant is 
being raised by the additional rate.” 
Tubbs—“If the people vote us au­ 
thority to control the public corpora 
tioos, and we can’t make a -contract 
that we deem just, we can put in muni­ 
cipal plants. Take the increase in the 
price of gas over our contract. 
The 
increase will add an expense of be­ 
tween $4500 and $5000 per year for 
what the city itself uses for power and 
heating. 
The surcharge of the Fldi 
son company will add between $1500 
and $2000 per year. 
These - services 
are paid out of the general fund. When 
we fix our budget to cover estimated 
expenses for a year and such additions 
are made, there cannot help being a 
deficit—there is no way the city can 
keep on top if the commission has a 
right to step in and interrupt contracts 
made.”

Increased Rate Eliminated at 
Request of Southern Cali­ 
fornia Edison Co. 


What has happened at Pasadena 
to -bring about elimination of the 
surcharge of V*a Southern Cali' 
fornia Edison Company might hap­ 
pen 
in Orange county if the 
I Pacific Telephone a Telegraph 
Company carries out its plan of 
eventually cutting off free toll 
sones in Orrtige county.. 
Municipal competition is one of 
the factors that has brought about an 
order from the railroad commission 
cutting out the surcharge at Pasadena 
and South Pasadena. Another contrib­ 
uting factor was that the people of 
th at city rose up in arms and used 
their only weapon—cut out connec 
tions with the Southern California Edi­ 
son Company and became users of 
Juice supplied by the municipal plant. 
According 
to 
reports 
that 
have 
reached, City Attorney 
Scott 
there 
were no inconsiderable number of con­ 
sumers who changed to the municipal 
plant service. 
In the case of the telephone com­ 
pany in this county, there is no-com­ 
peting line, but co-operative systems 
are discussed in many sections, while 
threats have been made by any num­ 
ber of subscribers that they will dis­ 
continue their phone service it free 
tolls are eliminated, and some even 
are threatening to discontinue if the 
higher rates are put into effect on the 
first of the month. Complaint on the 
local rate is mostly among suburban 
subscribers, where the increase 
is 
heavier than in the cities and where 
the service will be less satisfactory 
because, of the proposal to tie a large 
number of phones to the party lines. 
The ordfer of the railroad commis­ 
sion rescinding its previous order for 
surcharges at Pasadena came* as the 
direct request of the Southern Califor­ 
nia Edison Company. 
A copy of the 
supplemental order of the commission 
has Just reached City Attorney Scott 
in which the order modifying that of 
December 21 is explained. 
Municipal Competition 
“This request la based upon the 
competitive condition En this commun­ 
ity between electric service rendered 
by the municipality of the city of Pas­ 
adena and that which is rendered by 
this company,” says thfc commission 
order modifying the Pasadena sur­ 
charge. 
“The imposition.of the sur­ 
charge upon the rates therefore in ef­ 
fect on the service rendered by the 
company would at once put the com­ 
pany at the disadvantage of charging 
more than its competitor. 
“We have, after careful considera­ 
tion, determined that the company’s 
request should be granted 
To hold 
otherwise would mean that the com­ 
mission would deny the right of a 
utility company to maintain its exis­ 
tence by meeting the rates of its com­ 
petitors. 
"The commission would not 
ordi­ 
narily acquiesce in a company’s de­ 
sire to give lower rates to a portion 
of its consumers as compared with the 
rest, even though the company were 
willing to absorb a resulting loss, be­ 
cause this would be discrimination not 
Justifiable upon the sole ground that 
the company wished out of its own 
earnings to favor certain consumers. 
But this is a different situation. 
“The company faces a municipal 
competitor whjch Is giving lower rates 
and .It must either meet these rates 
or retire from the field. Retiring from 
the field would mean a loss of a very 
I considerable part of the inyestmVMfe 
and giving up of a market for power. 
Merely for the purpose of maintaining 
all consumers on an exact parity we 
should not compel 
a company 
to 
charge rates which will annihilate Us 
service in competitive territory. 
“Of course it is true that if we per­ 
mit municipal competition to be met in 
a given community it should at all 
times be made definite and certain 
that consumers in non-competitive ter­ 
ritory be not burdened with the slight­ 
est additional charge for service be- 
eause of the comparatively lower rates 
in a competitive territory. If this con­ 
dition be met, wa are convinced that 
ho undue discrimination results where 
the rates In non-competitive territory 
are fixed on a basta of reasonableness 
and are as low as they can be made, 


And there you are,” says City At­ 
torney Scott. 
City Attorney Scott also calls inten­ 
tion to what he believes to be a pro­ 
tection for Santa Ana against commis­ 
sion control of public corporations in 
Santa Ana. When the law giving the 
commission power to assume control 
over the municipalities was enacted, 
it was generally believed that munici­ 
palities held control unless the people 
voted to place control in the hands of 
the commission. A supreme court de­ 
cision knocked that interpretation in­ 
to a cocked hat and held that the 
commission had Jurisdiction over all. 
That law was made effective in 1911. 
In 1915, following the court decision 
an amendment was made which pro1 
vides that cities may take that power 
away, from the commission by vote of 
the people of any municipality, lf the 
majority of voters in Santa Ana should 
determine at any election that thpy 
want the city to have control over 
municipalities^ the city trustees and 
>t the railroad 
commission 
would 
ive authority as to fixing rates. The 
regulation would come in a contract 
that would be necessary between the 
city council And the. public corpora­ 
tion. 
Competition from a municipal elec­ 
tric plant—that’s what is responsible 
for the railroad commission eliminat­ 
ing the surcharge on monthly bills of 
the Southern California Edison Com­ 
pany at Pasadena and 
South Pasa­ 
dena. 
The elimination of the charge 
was made at the request of the com­ 
pany, which admits that 
it cannot 
compete 
with 
the 
municipal plant 
there and continue the surcharge.

“I have been very busy of late as I 
am in the American Army of occupa­ 
tion that advanced into Germany.

I have been at three 
great battles over hero— Chateau Thi­ 
erry, S t Mihiel and Verdun and have 
had plenty of excitement to last me 
the rest of my life. I have worked 
very hard over here, driving truck at 
night with never a light, except from 
the cannon, and I have hauled every­ 
thing from “emergency rations,” am­ 
munition for rifles and- cannon to haul­ 
ing loads of wounded on my return 
trip. I went to the front first at Cha­ 
teau Thierry in June and I have been 
at the front ever since, except two 
weeks.

“I have a note from Tom (a bro­ 
ther). He wrote it at Ligny, France. 
I haven’t seen him yet, but as he is 
in the first army military police I’ll 
see him before very long, I think. 
He was not at the front. Just lucky, 
that’s all. I am very glad it is all 
over and I won’t hear the screech of 
the guns any more or haul away the 
wounded, for it was getting on my 
nerves. I never got used to it and 
even yet I jump when anyone makes 
a sound like a shell coming over.” 
At Chateau Thierry. 
In w riting'to his sister he tells of 
his travels as follows: 
“I landed in Brest in April. I went 
direct to Bricon in Southern France, 
where I stayed until the Germans 
were near Chateau Thierry. - I left 
the front with my division to stop the 
German drive on Paris. I stayed on 
the front where the line was estab­ 
lished on the Marne river. 
I was 
there during the awful days of July 
14-18 when the Germans attempted to 
resume their drive.
